Eriberto C. Rocha, scion of an 
‘old Spanish family and a graduate 
of Loyola College, died of wounds 
in France on June 6, according to 
the days casualty list, spilling the 
blood of Castile on the sacred soil 
now anointed with the blood of 
many races fighting for world free- 
dom. 

His father, living at No. 1220 
South Wall street, had felt for many 
days that hie son had indeed given 
his life, for the War Department had 
sent him word that Private Rocha 
had been missing since May 28. 
During the days the wounded 40!1- 
dier was lying on a cot fighting his 
own fight with a relentiess ad- 
versary, a letter of cheer, written 
by his aged father, was coming near- 
er and nearer. Mailed on May 12, 
it probably then had run the gaunt- 


French soi] or even in the hands of 
the army for distribution. But be- 
fore the soldier could be located 
and the letter placed in hig hands, 
a little wooden cross, an emblem 
of the biggest thing a soldier can 
give his country, marked a mound 
where another ero was pushing up 
the daisies in France.

ELECTRICAL DIVING 
MACHINE IS TESTED. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT unt! 

NEW YORK, July 16.—An elec, 
trically-driven diving .machine, de- 
signed to make possible the recovery 
of steel vessels sunk dy German 
submarines, was given a successful 
private test in Long Island Sound 
today. 

The machine, which * a 
crew of two men, is equipped with 
propellers capable of driving it di- 
rectly to the side of a submerged 
vessel, to which it clings by means 
of magnets. Power is generated on 


a surface barge and transmitted by 
cable. A riveting attachment is in- 
tended to fasten pontoons to the ves- 
sel. 

In the test the machine went 
down in ninety-eight feet of water 
and brought to the surface a heavy 
steel plate.

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GOVERNMENT ORDERS 
MAY EXHAUST STEEL. 


SOME USERS ACCUSED OF SELL- 
ING. TO NON-WAR MANU- 
FACTURERS, 


A r. NIGHT 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—Govern- 
ment demand for steel has reached 
such proportions, it was learned to- 


day, because of the growth of the 
war programme that the War In- 


dustries Board fears present sources 


of-supply will soon prove inade- 
quate. 

At today’s meeting of the board 
manufacturers were warned that 
those who have obtained steel on 
priority orders for war work and 
later were found to be reselling it 
to non-war manufacturers, would 
have their supply cut off. This 
practice has been in vogue, the 
board learned. 

All private consumers of steel and 
steel products may be required to 
submit sworn inventories of their 
stocks on hand. It was found that 


i many manufacturers had obtained 


large quantities of steel before.the 
government took control of the en- 
tire output. By means of the in- 
ventories, J. Leonard Replogle, di- 
rector of steel supply of the War 
Industries Board, will be able to 
keep a close check on all steel in 
the country. 
Chairman Hurley of the Shipping 
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the 


Board conferred today with officials 
ofthe War Industries Board regard- 
ing the requirements for the ship- 
building programme. 
ships is showing such a marked im- 
provement that it may be possible 
to turn out five ships a year from 


each way in some yards, four ships 


in other yards, and lesser numbers 
elsewhere. If efforts to bolster up 
the efficiency of the weaker new 
yards are successful, it is evident to 
officials that the size of steel plate 
mills must be increased or the ship- 
ping programme will be delayed by 
lack of material. 


A shortage of steel already is be- 
ing felt in some shipyards. Others 
have more steel than they need, 
which officials believe is the result 
fof the “cost plus” system ot con- 
tracts, under which the builders felt 
free to expend large sums on mate- 
rials not needed for many weeks. 
Recently an inventory of stocks was 
taken with a view to equalizing the 
supply of material, but no great help 
was forthcoming from the facts re- 
vealed, and Chairman Hurley has 
ordered another inventory, as a 
check- on the first. 

Other departments of the govern- 
ment also are checking up their 
supplies of material} “A tendency 
to hoard” has been observed on the 
part of some government agencies, 
as well as the public, which it is 
hoped to prevent in the future by 
exact knowledge of requirements and 
strict allotment of output. | 

Additions to steel mills now being 
made will add 750,000 tons to the 
annual output in a few months, but 
officials do not believe that will be 
sufficient to take care of the in- 


creased demand.

LONDON, July 16.— The 
first steel ship built without 
‘rivets; so far as known, has 
just been launched on thesouth 
coast of England. The produc- 
tion of this vessel, it is con- 
sidered, may mark an epoch in 
shipbuilding, the plates being 
fused together dy electric 
welding in one process. Gen- 
eral adoption of this process, 
it is held, would effect a sav- 
ing of from 20 to 25 per cent. 
in both time and material.

PLAN TO ENABLE MANUFAC- 
TURERS TO DEAL DIRECT 
WITH GOVERNMENT.

WASHINGTON, July 16. — WWI 
the co-operation of the Department 
of Justice, the War Department is 
putting into effect a system of con- 
trol designed to protect the govern- 


ment in the procurement of all war 
materials. - 

The new system, the War Depart- 
ment announced, provides for a re- 
view of every contract by boards of 
control, the centralizing of purchases 
of each commodity in a single bu- 
reau, the standardization of contract 
clauses, a daily fiscal survey, and 
also for public information on War 
Department needs. 

Operation of this plan is expected 
to remedy the conditions revealed by 
the recent arrest of contingent-fee 
agents and the reiding of offices of 
manufacturers over the country. 
The agents, it was charged, received 
large fees for procuring government 
contracts for manufacturers, the fees 
being added to the price paid by the 
government. 

The manufacturers contended they 
were obliged to deal through the 
agents because there was such a du- 
plicity of government bureaus and 
departments they did not know 
where to make applications for war 
orders. 

The General Staff recently ordered 
that, except in cases of immedigte 
necessity, no contracts should be 
made with sales agents, but direct 
with manufacturers or jobbers car- 
rying the stocks needed.

“W ork-or-Fight” Order Hits

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—To 
assure sufficient men to fill draft 
quotas without calling farm workers 
or skilled employees of war plants, 
creation of a new draft class was re- 
quested in a resolution telegraphed 
to Provost-Marshal-General Enoch 
H. Crowder by representatives of all 
California district exemption boards, 
meeting here today. 

The proposed class would include 
married men without children or 
other dependents whose wives are 
healthy or can be assured of reason- 
able support. Such men would not 
be called until all other class 1 men 
= exhausted. 

n taking up w k-or-fight regu- 
lations, the — 
conference urged that local boards 
give ample time for men to change 
their occupations in cases where 
changes from deferred classes are 
necessary. 

Shipyards were urged to employ 
more married men, thus releasing 
unmarried men for military service. 

No decision was announced on the 
status of men in the oil industry. 

The appeal asked an amendment 
to the draft act as follows: 

“First: That all married men 
without children or other dependents 
whose wives are healthy or can be 
assured of reasonable support shall 
be considered liable to military 
service and shall be placed in class 
one, deferred, not to be called until 
all other class one men shall be 
exhausted. 

“Second: That tn the interpreta- 
tion of this regulation the allow- 
ance and allotment as provided for 
by the draft act shall be considered 
as a source of revenue, together 
with probable earnings of the de- 
pendents.“

IN DRIVE HEAVY

OUR MEN AGAIN 
STOP HUN DRIVE

Department to identify the troops

NOT AS UNIT. 


Secretary Baker said today he 
had no reason to believe the First 
Corps was operating as a unit, the 
indications being its divisions were 
employed in French corps. 

The extent to which the check of 
the first day may have upset the 
enemy's calculations could not be 
gauged by the meager accounts re- 
ceived today that gave any specific 
information of a military character. 

It appears certain American 
forces have held this door against 
the enemy, promptly restoring the 
general trend of their original lines 
wherever the rush yesterday had 
swept them back. The major actions 
in the battle developed today im- 
mediately to the east of the original 
American positions, There the enemy 
apparently is firmly lodged across 
the river, and heavy pressure is be- 
ing brought by Franeo-American 


forces to eject him. 


IN DANGEROUS SECTOR. 

The German position here ap- 
pears somewhat precarious. It was 
agreed that unless they were able 
without great delay to extend their 
advance and widen the dent, Gen. 
Foch might swing flank. assault 
from the American) positions to the 
west in an effort to trap the army 
of Gen. Boehm, which Berlin claims 
crossed the river here. 

The official report from Paris to- 
night showed the Franco-American 
forces had recaptured St. Agnan 
and the heights dominating the 
Marne Valley behind the German 
advanced positions. This led to the 
hope among officers that a wide 
flanking movement would be pos- 
sible which would clear the south 
bank of the river of the enemy and 
probably result in important cap- 
tures of prisoners, The fact the de- 
fenders are hitting back hard ap- 
rears to make it certain that the 
Germans have been able to make 
only Umſited improvement of their 
positions. 

This is the first great battle in 
which Americans have engaged. 

If any confusion developed. the 
swiftness and certainty with which 
counter-attacks were sent home 


OBJECT OF DRIVE. 

Many officers believe the real ob- 
ject of the drive was to widen the 
German line along the Marne so a 
later blow could be delivered, with 
Chateau Thierry and the line north- 
west of there as the center of at- 
tack and reduction of the Compiegne 
salient as its objective. 

In that event, a coincident attack 
south of Amiens aimed directly at 
Compeigne, it was thought, would 
have been delivered, and if Com- 
plegne fell the German advance 
could either be directed against 
Paris or the scene be shifted for a 
fresh blow at the channel ports 
through the British lines to the 
north. 

So far as the present drive foes, 
much satisfaction is taken here in 
the fact that the German fight ran 
into an abrupt check against the 
Americans, who still hold what will 
be the very center of assault if a 
new thrust at Paris is to follow the 
present effort. 

DEPARTMENT REPORT. 
| The War Department issued this 
statement: 


| “at midnight the War Department 


was not in receipt of late cable dis- 
patches from Gen. or Gen. 
Pershing, but it was in communica- 
tion with the military attache at 
Paris. Information from this last 
source does not deal specifically with 
‘the day’s point of attack and de- 
fense, but brings informations of 
heavy losses sustained by the 


failure to make substantial progress 
against the Allied resistance during 
the past twenty-four hours.“ 

Gen. Pershing’s communique for 
vesterday had not been received at 
the department late tonight. In the 
ordinary course it would have come 
this morning, but probably has been 
delayed by the crowded condition of 
the cables. 

So far as was known tonight no 
information as to the losses among 
the Americans in yesterday’s fight- 
ing has yet been received.” 


COAST SENATORS ALL 
FOR OCEAN POLICING. 


WIL, WORK FOR SAULSBURY 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 16.-—Sena- 
tor Phelan and all other Pacific 
Coast Senators are expected to sup- 
pert Senator Saulsbury, president 
pro tem. of the Senate, after the 
recess, in insisting upon his measure 
that seeks to police the Pacific by 
agreement between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. 
Formal agreement to tkae this ac- 
tion was decided on at a confer- 
ence before Senator Phelan started 
for the Coast. The measure, which is 
regarded as one of the most impor- 
tant ever introduced in Congress 
so far as the entire great West is 
concerned, has attracted interna- 
tional attention, and its passage will 
be regarded as a distinct blow to 
the rich trans-Pacific 
area. 
PHELAN’S STATEMENT. 

Senator Phelan, 
made just before leaving, urged a 
compact between the United States. 
Great Britain and Japan as essential 
to prevent any possibility of Ger- 
man domination of the Pacific in the 
future, 

“Senator Saulsbury’s resolution fa- 
voring an armed alliance of the great 
powers on the Pacific Ocean to pro- 
tect their several countries against 
German aggression, and to establish 
among themselves good neighborli- 
ness after the war, is one of great 
importance,” said Mr. Phelan. In 
case of necessity the powers on the 
Pacific should police the ocean. 
There should be a frank understand- 
ing of their several interests and the 
combined forces should be bound to 
respect the status quo. 

“They will be united by\a com- 
mon danger and a common enemy, 
and when the enemy faces the com- 
bined strength of the associated na- 
tions on the Pacific he will not ven- 
ture far. The fear that after the 
war the good understanding will 
continue will strike at the economic 
life of the Central Powers, and these 
considerations may go far to bring 
them to the forced abandonment of

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BLANCETT SENTENCED 
TO HANG NEXT MONTH. 


NEW MEXICO SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS VERDICT AGAINST 
SLAYER OF ARMOUR.

SANTA FE (N, M.) July 16.—The 
Supreme Court today upheld the 
District Court in the case of Elbert 
W. Biancett, and sentenced him to 
be hanged on August 15, next. 
Blancett was convicted of the mur- 


der of Clyde Armour of Sioux City, 
Iowa, near Glorieta, N. M., last year. 
Blancett, who is alleged to have 
been a companion of Armour on a 
motor car trip, was arrested in Fri- 
day Harbor, Wash. : 


Elbert W. Blancett was traced to 
Los Angeles in December, 1916, by 
a trail of forged signatures of 
Clyde D. Armour, a young business 
man of Sioux City, whose bones were 
even then bleaching on the Arizona 
desert. Relatives of Armour supposed 
the murderer to be hiding here. 
Blancett was finally arrested at his 
home in Friday Harbor, Wash., 
where he attempted to commit sui- 
cide. 

Armour’s motor trip from Sioux 
City to Fresno started in September, 
1916. He became acquainted with 
Blancett, apparently an amiable 
young man, at the Denver T. Mx. C. A., 
and they became companions. Aft- 
er passing Santa Fe, N. M., Armour 
had disappeared, but the alleged 
murderer assumed his name, sold 
the automobile and wired his vic- 
tim’s relatives for money, obtaining 
$2000 in all. 

At his trial, Blancett declared the 
shooting was accidental, and that he 
fled in the fear that justice would 
not be accorded him. One of the 
exhibits at the trial was a letter in 
his handwriting and a fictitious sig- 
nature attesting his innocence and 
addressed to the Governor of New 
Mexico. After four and one-half 
hours’ deliberation the jury declared 
him guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree. His counsel applied at once 
for a new trial in the District Court, 
giving the alleged stavism, degen- 
eracy and moral insanity” of the ac- 
cused man as reasons.

East of Rheims the enemy did not 
even get beyond the advanced line, 
the invincible resistance of the 
French troops preventing him from 
attaining the main combat line. 

With the French on the section 
West of Rheims fought American and 
Italian troops, who vie with the 


BRILLIANT OPERATION. 


It was a brilliant operation in 
which the American troops ejected 
the enemy from the positions he had 
gained temporarily on the southern 
side of the Marne. 

The Americans counter-attacked 
vigorously this evening with remark- 
able dash, throwing the Germans 
back across the river near Fossoy. 

Earlier in the day this part of the 
line had been the scene of the most 
desperate fighting when the Ger- 
mans started to throw pontoons 
across the stream. A few German 
elements at first succeeeded in get- 
ting over in boats, chasing the Allied 
troops away from the banks, while 
the German engineers began to lay 
the bridges. 

PLANES PLAY HAVOC. 

French airplanes played great havoc 
in the German ranks while bridges 
were under construction. One 
squadron dropped bombs on two of 
these bridges while enemy troops 
were crossing. The bridges were 
broken and the soldiers thrown into 
the river. 

The aviators constantly bombed 
the other bridges, and did great 
execution among the Germans on 
the bridges, as well as on the banks 
where the enemy was concentrated 
in great masses. 

When the Germans had crossed 
the river the fighting became terrific. 
The French and Americans, holding 
the southern side, fell back to their 
principal combat positions. They 
fought all the way and counter-at- 
tacked occasionally, creating confu- 
— in the ranks of the advancing 
oe. 
Then, late in the evening, the 
Americans started a dashing coun- 
ter-blow which resulted in the Ger- 
mans retiring pellmell to the river.

When a citizen aspires to a po- 
sition of such importance as that 
of a seat in the highest law mak- 
ing body of the nation, he should 
have some sound reason to offer to 
the people why his candidacy to be 
their representative should receive 
their suffrage.

He should also be able to show 
that his legislative policy and spirit 
are in harmony with a majority of 
the electors in his constituency. If 
he can show that he has in some 
degree succeeded in these he 
should be returned to this high po- 
sition; if not, he should be re- 
called. 

No candidate seeking the respon- 
sibility of looking after the needs 
in Congress of a district and coun- 
ty which has within its limits ap- 
proximately one-seventieth of the 
taxable and assessable property of 
the United States (as Los Angeles 
county has,) or who has not had ac- 
tual, executive and successful ex- 
perience in large affairs among the 
great leaders of industry and 
finance, men of stern thought and 
cold decisiom should ask the voters 
to elect him for so important a 
mission. If he has not taken an 
active, well-known interest in the 
needs and solutions of the common 
problems of this district; if hé can- 
rot point to some of the useful 
things he has tried to do for the 
people of this district, and to his 
acquaintance with the people whom 
he has tried to help, showing his 
persona] knowledge of the people 
and their needs, it would appear 
that his claims for this favor from 
the people are very small.

GOVERNMENT WILL 
MAKE DUCK LIMIT. 


Following the establishment of the 
Federal migratory bird regulations 
as the law of the land on waterfowl! 
and shore birds through the ratifica- 
tien of a reciprocal foreign treaty 
with Canada founded upon their pro- 
visions, the Department of Agricul- 
ture has announced that the fixing 
of duck limits throughout the United 
States will be undertaken shortly. 
Already a twenty-five-bird limit on 
shore birds and rail is announced 
through the eastern sporting press. 
From this, and the disposition to 
conform generally to State legisia- 
tion at least until sportsmen have 
become used to the principle of Fed- 
eral regulation, the opinion has 
arisen that the duck limit will be 
fixed at twenty-five, but no an- 
nouncement has been made upon 
this point by the Biological Survey.

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BIG DEMONSTRATION. 


Leaping to his feet, Frank Bristol 
began yelling “Hip, hip, hooray!” 
and hundreds of voices joined in, 
until the building vibrated with pa- 
triotism. The guest of honor was 
much affected by the demonstration. 
He said it was typical of the Amer- 
fean spirit manifested along the 
Marne on Monday. 

A discussion of France's financial 
condition was conducted by the 
noted financier. At the outset he 
made the statement that the people 
of France have subscribed for war 
securities to the extent of $333 per 
capita. This, he said, is little short 
of marvelous, considering that the 
average annual income of a French 
familly of five is $9500. 

According to his figures, the war 
up to Janudry this year had cost 
France $18,000,000,000. The expense 
has increased with each month of 
every year. In 1914 the war cost 
France 1,700,000,000 francs per 
month and last year it was costing 
8,400,000,000 francs per month. The 
Allies have been loaning France 1. 
000,000 francs per month, and 
France has loaned 6,000,000 francs 
to Belgium, Serbia and Italy since 
the war began. 

THE FRENCH LOANS. 


Thirty-nine million French people 
have raised $10,000,000,000 in four 
years. Of these inhabitants 4,000,- 
000 reside in invaded districts, 1,- 
000,000 have been killed, 1,000,000 
are permanently disabled, and 5,000,- 
000 are in the army. The remaining 
30,000,000 have supported the 
French loans. If Americans had 
loaned as much to the United States, 
per capita, as the French have 
loaned to their government, Uncle 
Sam would have $37,000,000,000 
worth of Liberty Bonds in circula- 
tion today. 

The people of France, according 
to M. Casenave, have been heavily 
taxed to support the war, every- 
thing in the way of luxuries from 
wine and tobacco to chocolate, au- 
tos, sugar and telegrams having 
been levied against. French people 
are now standing an annual tax of 
$38 per capita, while in this coun- 
try the tax is running about $9 per 
head. There is in France at pres- 
ent a head tax of twelve francs, 
whereas that tax used to apply only 
to heads of families. 

„Rut in spite of these facts,” re-

CHICAGO FUGITIVE 
TO BE TAKEN EAST. 


OFFICERS ON WAY HERE TO GET 
MAN INDICTED ON CHARGE 
OF CONSPIRACY. 


J. L. Mooney, Chicago chief of de- 
tectives, wired Capt. Home of the 
loca] police department yesterday to 
hold Frank McErlane, alias Mar- 
vin, alias Burns, alias Scott, arrested 
Monday afternoon after a three- 


block chase by Officer Vose of the 
war squad. In the telegram Chief 
Mooney said:. “Hold by all means; 
indictment and officers are on the 
way. Badly wanted here on charge 
of conspiracy.” * 

McErlane refused yesterday to add 
any information to his case. When 
informed that officers were on their 
way to take him back he said: “Oh, 
I knew that, all right.” He said he 
would not fight extradition. 
According to information re- 
ceived from Chicago, McErlane is 
accused of complicity in the abduc- 
tion of a girl named Grace Lyttle, 
who was kept prisoner for three 
months, She is said to have been 
the principal witness against gang- 
sters who killed a policeman in a 
gun duel. An indictment was re- 
turned by the Cook county grand 
jury last April against McEriane, 
charging conspiracy. 


NEW BREWERY TAX. 


Council Changes License Ordinance 
Also Affected. 


Another important change was 
made in the license ordinance yes- 
terday when the Council imposed a 
tax of $125 per month upon brew- 


eries that engage in retail business. 
In addition to this the breweries 
must pay $200 per month for en- 
gaging in wholesale trade. 

Council Cleaveland proposed the 
change. He said it is unfair to the 
family liquor stores which do only 
a retail business to permit the brew- 
eries to compete with them unless 
they pay for the privilege. 

While retail druggists must pay 
an annual tax of $25 if they sell 
liquors, wholesale druggists must 
pay $200 per month. It was stated 
by Councilman Mallard that there is 
nothing in the Gandier law to pre- 
vent a wholesale drug store from sell- 
ing by tanksful if they wish, and he 
believed they should pay for it. 


SLAYER PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 
In Superior Judge Paul J. Me- 
Cormick’s court yesterday Ventura 
Rodriguez, who ran amuck in the 
Plaza district April last, and 
killed Solomon Kinderman, a jew- 
eler and pawnbroker, pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of murder. His 
trial Was set for August 12. 

Robert R. Diaz, James Brown and 
W. Bell, charged with driving an 
automobile without the consent of 
the owner, pleaded guilty and will 
be up for sentence and probation 
August 2. 


MAGON, RIVERA. 
TRIAL IS ENDED. 


Defense Calls no Witnesses to 
the Stand. 


Read in Court. 


Judge will Instruct the Jury 
this Forenoon. 


Federal Judge Bledsoe this morn- 
ing will instruct the jury in the case 
of Ricardo Flores Magon and 
Librado Rivera, on trial on a charge 
of violation of the Espionage and 
Trading with the Enemy acts. The 
trial ended precipitately yesterday 
when Attorney J. H. Ryckman told 
the court that the defense would put 
no Witnesses on the stand to refute 
the testimony for the government. 
The court thereupon allotted one 
hour to the government to close and 
an hour and a half for the defense, 
in view of the fact that it had not 
produced witnesses. 

Government Attorney Lawson 
characterized the alleged seditious 
manifesto published by the defend- 
ants in their paper, Regeneracion, as 
being a palpable form of anarchy. 

ARE THEY “PACIFISTS?” 

“These defendants,” he declared, 
“say anarchists are pacifists. Have 
you ever seen or heard of an 
anarchist who was a i »pacifist? 
Anarchism in every sense of its 
meaning signifies violence.” ; 

According to a copy of Regen- 
eracion read to the jury by Mr. Law- 
son, right, represented in the de- 
fendants’ creed as anarchy, is right 
and no matter whether you mutilate, 
crush or annihilate it, anarchism 
roars its vengeance in dynamite, and 
belches lead from the barricade.” 

The names of Emma Goldman and 
Alexander Berkman, notorious 
anarchists, both now serving prison 
terms, were injected into the trial 
when counsel for the government in- 
troduced as evidence certain arii- 
cles attributed to their pens 
Ushed in Regeneracion. 

ANTAGONISM TO WAR. 

“The names of these parsons ap- 
pearing in Regeneracion absolutely 
showed the defendants’ sympathy 
for them and proves beyond ques- 
tion their antagonism to the conduct 
of the war,” Mr. Lawson remarked.

N EXTRAORDINARY VICTORY. 

An event extraordinary in the military 
history of the world was written Monday 
morning when the American troops stopped 
the German onrush across the Marne. 

As the detailed descriptions of the battle 
continue to come in, the feat of the “Yanks” 
becomes almost incredible. 

By all military reasoning and by all mili- 
tary calculation, raw, green troops have no 
chance against war veterans. The German 
troops to whom the crossing of the Marne 
was entrusted were the flower of the Ger- 
man army—the picked and selected sol- 
diers—the acme of Germany's forty years 
of intensive military effort. ) 

Probably by deliberate calculation, the 
German General Staff chose for their as- 
sault a sector guarded by American troops. 
From a military ‘standpoint, this judgment 
must be admitted to have been correct. As 
a matter of military reasoning, the Germans 
were due to run over the Americans like 
a steam roller. 

But again, as has happened so many times 
in the past four years, the Germans 
neglected to figure on the human equation. 
The Americans had no license to stop vet- 


eran shock troops; they just did it. 1 


That our boys showed courage of the 
highest order is gratifying, but not surpris- 
ing. We had a right to expect that. 

What must have staggered the German

tactics. 

Leaving their machine guns on the 
flanks, they slowly withdrew their center 
down to Conde; then let the Germans have 
it from both flanks and the center at the 
same time. 

This maneuver showed tactical ability of 
the highest order, Not the least interest- 
ing feature of the magnificent stand of the 
Yankees is that they used exactly the same 
military device against the Germans which 
Hannibal, that great soldier of the past, 
used at Cannae against the Romans. This

The battle at Fossoy showed not only 
the highest degree of military intelligence 
and sturdiness on the part of the enlisted 
men, but it indicated to the world that the 


ing skill. The Yankee army officer in tech- 
nique and abflity to think under fire stands 
as the equal of the finest experts that Prus- 
sia’s military machines can turn out. 

The battle, of course, is not over; but the 
stand of the Americans at the Marne has 
been of sweeping significance. 

The actual and immediate military ef- 
fect has been important. The German ob- 
jective is to cut the railroads which connect 
Paris and the Allied left flank with Ver- 
dun, St. Mihiel and the Allied right flank. 

The interruption of railroad communica- 
tion between the two ends of, the line 
would be a disaster {for the Allies and 
would open the way for Germany's next 
move, which would be to come crashing 
through from Verdun, taking the Allied 
right wing in the flank and rear as it 
struggled against the onrushing German 
offensive around Rheims. 

The railroad on the banks of the Marne 
is temporarily put out of business; but the 
gallantry of the American troops stopped 
the German advance before it touched the 
second and more important railroad artery. 

In a secondary but even more important 
sense, the effect of the American stand will 
be momentous. The effect of this fight 
upon the German people at home must be 
terrifying. . 

Until now the Germans have been bol- 
stered up by the confident thought that, al- 
though the Americans would be able to send 
men almost without number to Europe 
during the years of the war still to come, 
yet they would be next to worthless when 
they first got there. | 

It cannot be denied that the Germans se- 
lected the American sector largely for the 
purpose of “showing up” the Yanks and 
convincing the disheartened people at home 
that there was nothing to fear, for a long 
time to come, from America. 

And America has answered the challenge, 

The machine guns at Conde, where the 
Americans began their furious counter-at- 
tack, sounded the death knell of German 
military strength 

Even should the Kaiser go on and win 
this battle—and there is not much pros- 
pect of his doing so— the conclusion is the 
same. America has young men in almost 
limitless numbers ready to be called to the 
front and they can fight as well as German 
veterans after they get there. 

Reports that seem to be dependable 
show that our men are individually better 
fighters than the German veterans. They 
have more power of initiative. American 
schoolboy games are all fighting games in 
one sense or another From early child- 
hood, the Yankee learns to take care of 
himself in a scuffle. 

It is more dangerous but it is a good deal 
like being on the football field, when the 
fight gets out into the open as it was on 
Monday. The training of the German boy 
has been of a different order. He has never 
been taught to think and act for himself. 
When those two fighters get out there to- 
gether armed with bayonets, the American 
is the superior scrapper. 

In our admiration over the courage of 
the American boys we should not ignore 
the fact that this fight was distinguished 
by another act of courage that America 
should never forget. It required mora! 
courage of the highest order for Gen. Foch 
to place raw American troops in a sector 
upon which the fate of Europe may be said 
to have depended.

Trans-Atlantic mails are 
now very slow, and we understand that 
packages have in any case been pract!- 
cally prohibited. The men are not 
likely to complain, but there is risk 
that when they see home packages ar- 
riving for their British comrades and 
none for them they may feel a wee bit 
homesick. We have had the personal 
experience of the great pleasure evoked 
by the receipt of such a parcel by an 

American officer now fighting in France,

There is no finer scene in the 
world than that of strong, able- 
bodied Germans being herded to and 
from their daily toil by a platoon of 
Carolina doughboys of the brunette 
type. And, believe me, these dar- 
kies enjoy the job as much as the 
Japs who are herding Huns for the 
French further up the line.

That the French is Celt is a mat- 
ter of record, and traces of this sre 
to be seen in many of the persons 
whom you meet in all parts of the 
country, but it is in Brittany that 
one encounters the unmistakable “‘Ir- 
ish phiz.” 

They are an industrious, home-lov- 
ing people and have made their sec- 
tion one of the most productive in 
France. In fact, it is said they pro- 
duce so unremittingty that some of 
the perishable fruits of their toil are 
lost through lack of adequate trans- 
portation facilities to move it to the 
markets. 

Butter and eggs are two of their 
specialties. Every day the women, 
wearing immaculately white lace 
bonnets and with baskets on their 
arms, can be seen bringing these 
commodities to the villages or to the 
military camps.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—With 
the announcement of the guberna- 
torial candidacy of Mayor Rolph, the 
lists of those contending for State 
offices in the forthcoming elections 
were believed to be practically com- 
pleted today. “Eleventh hour” can- 
Aidates have only two days in 
which to file their nominating pe- 
titions, the period for such action 
ending on Thursday, July 18. 

Most of the important offices in 
the State are to be filled, in addition 
to the thirteen Congressional berths. 

Those seeking the Republican 
nomination for Governor are C. M. 
Fickert, District Attorney of San 
Francisco, Mayor Rolph, William D. 
Stephens, the incumbent; oO. 
Hayes, publisher of the San Jose 
Mercury-Herald; C. A. A. McGee, 
San Diego Attorney, and former Su- 
perior Judge Walter Bordwell of Los 
Angeles. Rolph, Thomas Lee Wool- 
wine, District Attorney of Los An- 
geles county, and Francis J. Heney, 
were after the Democratic nomina- 
tion. Gov. Stephens and Heney vere 
seeking the Progressive nomination. 

DEMOCRAT UNOPPOSED. 

Jo V. Snyder of Grass Valley was 
unopposed to date for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for lLieutenant- 
Governor. Those seeking the Re- 
publican nomination for this post 
were State Senators J. A. Rominger 
and Arthur 8. Breed of Long Beach 
and Oakland, respectively; C. C. 
Young of Berkeley, speaker of the 
assembly, and Warren Shannon cf 
Ban Francisco. 

Frank Jordan, Republican, and 
incumbent, was unopposed in the run 
for Secretary of State. Atty., Gen. 
C. 8. Webb, Republican, was the 
only candidate for his office. State 
Controller John S8. Chambers, Re- 
publican, and State Treasurer Friend 


W. Richardson, Republican, were 
unopposed also. 
Edward Hyatt, incumbent, and 


Will C. Wood, commissioner of sec- 
ondary schools, confronted each oth- 
er for the office of State Superin- 


tendent of Schools. The office is 
nonpartisan. 
FOR SUPREME BENCH. 


Supreme Justices Curtis D. W- 
bur of Los Angeles and William G. 
Lorigan of San Jose, and Appellate 
Judge Thomas J. Lennon of San Ra- 
fael are seeking the two vacancies 
in the Supreme Court. The term of 
one judge in each of the three 
appellate courts will expire and the 
incumbents were seeking re-election. 
They are Judges John E. Richards, 
San Francisco: N. P. Chipman, Sac- 
ramento, and William T. James, Los 
Angeles. 

All pf the Congressional in- 
cumbents were said to be seeking re- 
election with the exception of Den- 
ver 8. Church, Democrat, of Fresno. 
Henry Hawaon, Democrat, was seek 
ine to succeed him. 

State Senators are to be elected 
from every even numbered district 
in the State, there being forty va- 
cancies. Assemblymen are to be 
named.from eighty districts. Prac- 
tically every county is to elect Su- 
perior judges.

NO FURTHER WAGE 
RAISE, SAY BAKERS.

ASSERT THAT 20 PER CENT. IN- 
CREASE SO FAR THIS YEAR 
ALD CONDITIONS PERMIT. 


The report circulated Monday by 
a minority of the local bakers to 
the effect that an increase in wages 
amounting to approximately the un- 
ion scale had been granted was 
strenuously denied yesterday by a 


majority of the leading bakers, in- 
cluding Bradford's, Gor- 
don's, Davis's and the Pacific Bak- 


ing Co pan 
Ww Costello of the last-named 

declared that the reported 
increase had been granted by only 
two strongly-unionized shops and 
several smaller ones. He says that 
the Master Bakers have declined t 
meet the demands of the union an 
that their employees seem well sat- 
isfied with present conditions. 

“Now that we are compelled to 
use more substitutes for wheat flour 
we can barely afford to pay the 
present wage.“ said Mr. Costello. 
“The substitutes cost as much as 
25 per cent. more than wheat flour, 
and that greatly reduces our profits. 

“Since January 1 the big bakers 
have increased wages about 20 per 
cent., and since January 1, 1916, 
the increase has amounted to about 
40 per cent. If we met the wage 
demand of the union we would be 
paying 70 per cent. more than the 
wages early in 1916 and anyone 
knows such a thing would be ridicu- 
lous. 


“Some weeks ago all the 
big bakers received a de- 
mand from the union, asking 
for recognition and a wage 


increase. The agreements were to 
have been returned June 15. Mighty 
few of them were returned, and our 
men continue to seem satisfied with 
conditions as they are. We do not 
hesitate to grant increase in pay 
as circumstances justify them, but 
we do refuse to recognize the union 
and pay the scale it demands.”

COMMERCIAL. 
LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


There was a good demand for 
honey on the local produce exchange 
yesterday and prices held up 
throughout the session owing to the 
fact that shipments are falling off 
considerably. The available supply 
of white orange honey 
cleaned up and many of the growers 
are holding for higher prices. The 
supply of alfalfa and sage honey is 
int¢reasing and prices were steady. 

According to G. S. Demuth of the 
United States Bureau of Entomology, 
who is in California on official busi- 

ness, there are now in the State 
2, 000, 000 colonies of bees, producing 
1000 carloads of honey annually. 
Mr. Demuth says that this is not 
half enough and that colonies which 
now produce fifty pounds of honey 
ought to produce 100 pounds. E. F. 
Atwater of the bureau has been de- 
tailed to remain in the West for the 
purpose of teaching the farmers of 


how to produce honey. 

The commercial stocks of honey 
reported in the Food Survey of Jan- 
uary 1, 1918, dy 122,222 firms 
amounted to 13, 289,334 pounds. The 
warehouses held 4.1 of the total, the 
bakers 7.1 per cent.; the confec- 
tieners 6.4 per cent. "Retail dealers 
held 28.4 per cent., wholesale deal 
ers 45.2 per cent. and miscellaneous 
concerns 9.8 per cent. This survey 
indicated that among the different 
clagses of business reporting only the 
confectioners held large stocks. The 
total stocks reported on hand Jan- 
wary 1, 1918, amounted to 72.6 per 
cent. of the stock on hand January 
1, 1917; om January 1, 1917, ware- 
houses in California reported. 244,- 
499 pounds in storage, while January 
1, 1918, 656,987 pounds were re- 
ported in California warehouses. 

Receipts of homegrown potatoes 
were heavy at the local market and 
showed a slight decline, selling at

STRIKE FIZZLES. 

“A strike was called for a week 
ago last Monday, but when it was 
put te a referendum vote, there were 
only fifty-six men ready to go on 
strike. The Western Union has more 
than 56,000 employees, and proba- 
bly 40,000 of them are directly con- 
nected with the operation of our 
wires. 
“President Wilson fully under- 
stands our position. The vote of the 
National War Labor Board regard- 
ing t Taft-Walsh repert was 7 to 
5. These two men and the five la- 
bor members of the board voted for 
it, and the other five men voted 


against it. As it was not a unani- 
mous vote, the report was not 
adopted 


“The Western Union Company un- 


derstands that in organizing the Na- 


tional War Labor Board, it was in- 
tended that organfzations that were 
unionized should remain so, and 
those pursuing the policy of an open 
shop should not be changed. By in- 
ference, it is equally clear that or- 
ganziations nonunion in character 
should also pursue that policy dur- 
ing the period of the war. It ap- 
pears clear that the board should 
act as mediator in disputes that 
arise between employees and em- 
ployers under the labor relationship 
and policies that existed prior to 
the war; that the principles formu- 
lated by the War Labor Conference 
Board and recommended to the 
President, have as their fundamental 
basis, the continuance of the rela- 
tions affecting “he organization of 
the employees existing at the open- 
ing of the war—and that is the tele- 
graph company's understanding of 
the effect of the President's procla- 
mation approving and adopting such 
principles. 

“If this is not true and if these 
Principles are interpreted as com- 
pelling this compafly and others in 
like situation to abandow their set- 
tled policy and leaving outside * ox 
ganizations free to work.as they 
See fit among their employees, then 
the hands of the employers are tied 
and the principles of the War Labor 
Board furnish a cloak behind which 
& propaganda for the unionizing of 
labor in every industry, may be car- 
ried on without let or hindrance.”

PASSPORTS TO FRANCE 


WILL BE RESTRICTED. 


PERSONS WITH FIRST CITIzEN- 
SHIP PAPERS MAY STAY 
ONLY SIX MONTHS. 


Prospective citizens of the United 
States who have taken out first pa- 
pers cannot secure passports for 
more than six months to g0 to 
France to engage in war work fer 
the T. M. C. A., according to a letter 
received yesterday by Charles N. 
Williams, clerk of the United States 
District Court, from R. W. Flournoy, 
Jr., acting chief of the bureau of 
citizenship, in Washington. 

For the information of all declar- 
ants coming under this ruling, it was 
pointed out that such pessports are 
limited to six month, when as a rule 
Y.M.C.A. workers are sent Abroad 
for a longer duration of time. 

Ip a letter addressed by the State 
Department to William M. Van Dyke, 
clerk of the United States District 
Court, received yesterday, attention 
is called to agents of steamship com- 
panies, ticket brokers, travel agents 
and persons of like character,sign- 
ing as witnesses to passports ap- 
plicants desiring to go abroad. 

The department deems it inadvis- 
able to permit such persons to sign 
as witnesses “especially at this time 
when the utmost care should be ex- 
ercised in allowing persons to leave 
the United States.”
